The 
pieces selected from the ‘‘New Golden 
Chain,” ‘“New Golden Shower,” the 
“Genser,” and other works already in 
use, have been tested in Sabbath schools. 
With regard to the selections from the 
“Fresh Laurels,” and other new pieces, 
the best judgment and taste of many 
friends, experienced in Sabbath school 
management, have been consulted. The 
‘‘Clariona” differs from its predecessors 
in its large number of standard church 
hymns and tunes, loved by the church, 
and capable of being loved by the Sab- 
bath schools. The compilation com- 
menced mainly with reference to the 
wants of mission schools, widened to a 
book well adapted to mission or church 
schools, to city or country; so varied in 
music that it will be ever pleasing and 
inspiring; and so rich in hymns that the 
leader of a school need never feel at a 
loss to find a hymn appropriate to any 
ocedsion.

This little book is one of the Rainford 
series. ‘The story is a very interesting 
one, told in seventeen chapters. ‘‘Jack 
Metamorphosed” is the title of one of 
the chapters, and might have been the 
title of the book, in a figurative sense.

The Brit- 
ish were twice repulsed, but carried the 
intrenchments at the third assault, be- 
cause the Americans were out of pow- 
der and had to retreat—at last, after a 
stubborn resistance. Yet the general re- 
sult was faxorable to the Americans. The 
object of the works on Bunker Hill— 
built in a night—-was to keep the Brit- 
ish hemmed in in Boston, and hinder 
any successful sortie. In this, there was 
a success. . Besides, the Americans here 
learned one of the most necessary les- 
sons. They found their mettle; they 
began to know themselves. They had 
measured swords with their foes, and 


Man for man, they were able to cope 
with the best soldiers in the world. 

In strategy, they felt that they were not 
inferior. In courage, spirit, and reso- 
lute will, they came out of this encoun-| 
ter stronger than ever before. Then, 
also, in this battle, one of those sacri- 
fices to liberty that rend the heart had 
been made.

The receipts exceeded those of the 
year last reported by $5,009 62; and 
the expenditures those of any year since 
the organization of the society, by $26,- 
704 68. The number of missionaries 
exceeds the number in the preceding 
year by 62—a larger increase than in any 
one year for the last twenty-six years, 
The aggregate of years of labor is greater 
than in the preceding year, by 47; the 
number added to the churches by 255; 
and the number instructed in Sabbath 
schools by 2,300. 

Grateful evidences of the progress of 
our work, of its vitalizing power, and 
its permanent results, are seen in the 
organization of churches, in the build- 
img and repairing of houses of worship, 
in the increased provision for the sup- 
port of the ministry, in the appoint- 
ments for preaching in out-lying dis- 
tricts, in the establishment of mission 
Sabbath schools, in efforts to bring the 
neglectors of public worship within the 
reach of the gospel, and in the effusions 
of the Spirit, by which these labors of 
88 faith and love have been blessed to the 
conversion of souls, the promotion of 
temperance, education, social order, 
and whatever is lovely and of good re- 
port among men. 

The increased expenses of living, call- 
ing for larger appropriations, the cost 
of new and distant enterprises, and the 
addition of so large a number to our 
missionary forces, have drawn heavily 
upon the resources of the Society. This 
enlargement and the prompt payment 
of our missionary brethren, as instal- 
ments on their commissions became 
due, would, notwithstanding the most 
rigid economy, have been impracticable, 
had it not been for the balance in the 
treasury, derived chiefly from the large 
amount of legacies of recent years. 
More than $37,000 from this source, ad- 
ded to the current receipts of the year, 
have enabled the committee to send in-

More than one-half this margin is covered by 
generous concessions of teachers and missiona- 
ries, who provide in part the cost of their own 
support, and by other special provision. Re- 
ceipts from tuition fall about $500 per month 
below the estimate upon which the year’s ap- 
propriations were made, and the $2,000 still 
lacking is the only margin which remains be- 
tween the receipts expected from voluntary con- 
tributions and the aggregate realized. The ex- 
penses of the executive administration, and of 
collection, are fully met by special concessions 
and contributions outside of all private benevo- 
lence. Not only does every dollar contributed 
by churches and individual friends, whether 
through a cellecting agent or otherwise, go di- 
rectly to the front — but gains an- 
other on its way. 

The Deficit—The prospective deficit is embar- 
rassing. It was necessary at the beginning of 
the year to plan for the year, and to base all 
plans upon estimates of probabilities. The fall- 
ing off in receipts from tuition has been due to 
the continued political and social disturbances 
which even more than heretofore have paralyzed 
most branches of industry. The South was 
never before so poor as to-day, and our dealings 
are with the poorest of its poor. 

‘The relative stagnation of commercial affairs 
in the North amply accounts for the missing 
$2,000 expected from the churches and from 
large-minded individuals. 

The Question—If this deficit, say of $6,000 on 
the first of July next, is provided for by borrow- 
ing, the appropriations for next year must be 
cut down sufficiently to secure the repayment 
of the loan within the year. As it is, we are 
leaving to sheer neglect three-fourths of the 
richest harvest that ever tempted a wise hus- 
bandman’s sickle. Is it hoping too much to 
hope—is it asking too much ‘to ask—of our bre- 
thren sufficient help within the next few weeks 
to meet all our engagements with missionaries 
and teachers promptly, without resorting to ex- 
pedients which afford no permanent relief? Are 
there not wise pastors who will summon their 
wise brethren to open their hearts with yet 
more liberal devisings? 

A Hint—Wherever there are not insuperable 
objections, pastors contemplating a general col- 
lection, will find it greatly to their advantage to 
secure the assistance of a special representative 
of our work, freshly advised of its special feat- 
ures and special methods. Our average experi- 
ence is not only that the churches contribute 
from two to ten times as generously after a fresh 
and full statement of the situation, but that they 
contribute the more cheerfully, and acquire an 
intelligent and lasting interest in the work not 
otherwise to be secured. The hundred and 
more churches now regularly in correspondence, 
each with a teacher at the front, to whose sup- 
port they directly and generously contribute, 
would soon be but half the number thus satis- 
factorily related to this fascinating work, if a 
fresh and full statement of facts could be made 
from as many additional pulpits. If ‘there is 
one error more considerable than another, gen- 
erally current among pastors, it is the notion 
that something is to be saved by discarding a 
special agency. The money is saved to the 
pockets of the people, but it is by no means 
saved to the society. We can show figures sur- 
prisingly convincing of this view. But inas- 
much as, as already indicated, all the collecting, 
executive and incidental expenses of this depart- 
ment are provided for outside of private benev- 
olence, the most cautious pastor need no longer 
hesitate lest his collection sheuld be tithed. 
Every dollar shall reach the field intact, and 
shall gain another on its way. Two dollars will 
teach a child to read. Will our brethren add 
even to the very great liberality with which they 
have honored us heretofore? On behalf of the 
Executive Committee.

Plant Food. 


— 


Plants feed both by their roots and 
leaves, the moving air bringing food 
suitable for their foliage, and the soil 
supplying various salts and solutions of 
organic matters absorbable by the spong- 
ioles of the rootlets. : 

The elementary ingredients of all 
plants, are Carbon, Hydrogen, Oxygen, 
Nitrogen, Phosphorous, Sulphur, Po- 
tassium, Sodium, Calcium, Magnesium, 
Silicon, Iron, Manganese, and a little 

hlorine. 
® These elements are presented by nat- 
ure always in combinations, and never 
in an elementary state. Carbon is fur- 
nised in two states, namely, as carbonic 
acid gas, and in soluble organized mat- 
ters of the soil. 

The atmosphere, containing four ten 
thousandths of its weight of carbonic 
acid gas, is the chief reservoir of supply, 
but there is much of this gas disengaged 
from the vegetable matters decaying in 
the soil and from carbonate of lime de- 
composed by vegetable or mineral acids, 
and this is more immediately available 
to the vegetation on the soil where the 


' gas is so produced. 


Carbonic acid gas is chiefly if not 
wholly absorbed by the foliage of plants 
and by the influence of the sun's rays; 
it is there decomposed, its oxygen being 
set f¥@@sand exhaled, while its carbon is 
appropriated by the plant. Ga 
The second way in which carbon is in- 
troduced, is in the state of soluble or- 
ganic matters absorbed by the spongi- 
oles of the rootlets, and thus it is car- 
ried into the circulation, its elements 
being appropriated and assimilated. — 

Hydrogen and oxygen are supplied 
abundantly by water, which consists of 
one proportion by weight of hydrogen, 
and eight of oxygen. 

Nitrogen can be furnished only by 
absorption through the spongioles of 
the rootlets, and must be derived wholly 
from the soil in the state of ammoniacal 
compounds of nitrates of the alkalies. 

Phosphorous and Sulphur are always 
supplied in the forms of Phosphates and 
Sulphates. Potassium and Sodium are 
presented in the state of salts of Potash 
and Soda—so Caleium is always found 
asasalt of itsoxide, Lime. Magnesium 
as Magnesia enters in very minute pro- 
portions into plants,and seems to act as 
a substitute for Lime when that sub- 
stance is wanting in the soil in adequate 
proportions or in a proper state for ab- 
sorption. 

Phosphates in a soluble form are very 
rare in the natural soil, and when we 
remove the crops we rapidly exhaust 
the soil of its small store of this indis- 
pensable ingredient of all seeds and 
fruits. Compensation must therefore 
be made to the robbed soil. 

Ammoniacal salts are very soluble in 
water, and are also volatile under the 
hot sun and cannot long remain in the 
soil; therefore the ammoniacal fertilizers 
must be supplied ually. Nitrates 
are also very soluble in water and are 
liable to be washed away, hence they 
Should be applied in small quantities 
each season. 

Art must improve upon nature by fol- 
lowing her laws; keeping in view the 


. principles involved and the condition of 


the case. In nature the crops grow and 
die on the soil, and nothing is removed, 
but man takes away the produce of the 
field, and must therefore make compen- 
sation for those rare aud valuable ingre- 
dients which the crop has taken from 
the soil, and without which fertility 
would cease. 

Phosphates, Nitrogeneous matters 
and the Alkalies, are those rare and es- 
sential materials that must in some form, 
be restored to the soil from which we 
have removed a succession of crops, if 
We desire permanent fertility. 


A Summer Fowl-House and Yard. 


A very large number of those who 
might be enthusiastic poultry keepers 
are deterred from keeping fowls, be- 
Cause the narrow accomodations in 
which fowls do very well in winter are 
too small for them in summer, and they 
cannot be allowed free range, or they 
Would damage their owners and the 


| wish to keep several breeds separate 


of such, as well as'of those’fanciers ag 
J. H., Mabbet, of Jersey City, de- 
vised the following neat plan, which we 
think combines, cheapness, and eflfi- 
ciency. He writes: ‘‘ I would suggest 
to those who may adopt the plan, that 
they buy young fowls of some of the 


many good breeds, and feed them well, 
giving them all the refuse pieces of 
bread, .pastry, meat, etc.,.of the table, 


which will be eagerly eaten, and materi- 
ally reduce the amount of grain required 
to keep them. Ifsix or eight good hens 
are selected and well cared for, they will 


eggs required for the season, and in the 
fall when they stop laying, will be in 
fine condition for the table.” The plan 
presented contemplates the suspension 
of a small octagonal house, about four 
or five feet in diameter, in the following 
manner: There are eight two by three 
inch rafters, seven or eight feet long, 
‘‘ tied ” by cross strips connecting those 
opposite, the strips being nailed to the 
alone above the middle. The roof ex- 
tends four feet from the peak on all 
sides. The eight posts for the house 
are nailed to the rafters so that the eaves 
will extend a few inches beyond the 
sides which may be of three-quarter 
inch pine boards, one of the sides being 
a door. The floor is an open work of 
laths, and is two or three feet.above the 
ground. An alighting shelf runs around 
the whole house, and nest boxes are set 
inside, accessible by sliding doors from 
without, for removing the eggs. The 
ends of the rafters are connected by two 
by three inch plate pieces, nailed to the 
rafters and to the eight 
posts may be about six feet high, and 
are nailed upon sills, all of the same 
sized stuff. This external frame is cov- 
ered or filled in with a lattice-work or 
plain slat-work of common building 
laths, substantially in the manner shown 
in the engraving. The whole structure, 
if made of the largest size contemplated, 
would be entirely portable, and might 
by slipping a couple of scantlings under 
the sills be pushed about upon rollers 
almost anywhere, upon nearly level 
ground, and so be shifted every few days 
to where the grass is fresh. A ventila- 
tor is provided in the top 3f the house, 
and a step ladder, if necessary, for the 
fowls to ascend two or three feet to the 
alighting shelf.

Treatment of Farm Horses. 


The keeping of necessary teams is a 
great tax on the farmers of the Eastern 
and Middle States, where every acre of 
land is supposed to be of use, and every 
bush. of grain or pound of hay will bring 
cash at the door. Horses are costly in 
many ways; they are very liable to inju- 
ries and diseases which spoil their use- 
fulness, and in that case, or when con- 
quered by old age, the capital invested, 
as well as the use of itisgone. They 
are troublesome to keep, requiring sta- 
bles and care, and high fences when 
pastured to keep them within bounds; 
they are the most ruinous to grass land 
of any stock that feeds onit, and in the 
barn their wants require the largest 
mow and fullest bin. As they are in- 
dispensable, it is worth the farmer’s 
while to discover and adopt the cheap- 
est and most practical system of keeping 
his horses. 

It is the usual practice among farm- 
ers to stable them during the cold sea- 
son and let them run to pasture through 
the remainder; the majority feed grain 
liberally when their horses are working 
hard, and when idle, or doing but little, 
restrict them to hay, or rather fodder 
and grass. But with systematic farm- 
ing, and the introduction of much ma- 
chinery which requires the work of 
horses, it has come to pass that the 
team is fully employed on the farm, dur- 
ing most of the year when the weather 
is suitable for out door labor. As an 
example, take the period of haying and 
harvesting, which formerly was a rest- 
ing time for the team, but one of severe 
work for the man; now, the horse reaps 
and mows, rakes and pitches, and his 
master guides him. The horse has be- 
come a daily laborer on the farm, as he 
should be, during all seasons when the 
weather permits of outdoor work. Un- 
der these conditions of labor his treat- 
ment should be changed from that es- 
tablished to meet earlier necessities, 
and we will offer some suggestions. 

In the point of economy it is cheaper 
to bring all the food which the horse 
consumes to him, in the stable, than to 
suffer the animal to graze it from the 
turf. Experiments in soiling warrant 
that one-half the area of land will be 
required, to grow succulent food for 
the horse, than would be needed to fur- 
nish him with good pasture. Hence it 
is cheaper to stable the horse than to 
allow him to graze, and this we believe 
to be the proper course, provided there 
is a good stable—one that is roomy, 
well ventilated, cool in summer and 
warm in winter. It may be a good 
thing to give him a short run to pasture 
early in the summer, when the grass is 
fresh and before fly time, but all other 
seasons we should prefer the stable to 
the field for feeding purposes. There he 
is sheltered from all storms he is ready 
for service at instant call, he is not lia- 
ble to injtry by violent running, nor is 
he breaking over fences into your own 
or your neighbor’s crops.

FINANCIAL. 


There is probably no steadier and more unyielding 
money market in the Union than is found in San Fran- 
cisco. Rates have not varied for a year or more. The 
finctuations which have characterized the money mar- 
kets of the Atlantic States have had no effect whatever 
upon ours. The quotations given in our former issue 
still remain in force. Money is obtained at 1 per cent. 
per month on call loans, and 10@12 per cent. per month 
for large sums on acceptable securities. 

During the week & speculative movement in green- 
backs occurred here, sending prices up 2% per cent. It 


money existed in the market, and, in view of the fact 
that Government disbursements are unusually light at 
present, that tlidemand for purposes of Internal Rev- 
enue would completely drain the market. This view 
was fallacious, as there is more of this kind of currency 
held here than was expected, and prices have tince re- 
ceded. 

German immigration is beginning to flow upon us in 
redoubled streams. A law has lately been passed in Ger- 
many for the better protection of emigrants, and passen- 
ger agents are NOW required to forward them only 
through the ports of Bremen and Hamburg. The num- 
ber reaching our shores annually is given at from twen- 
ty-five to thirty thousand souls; but the number for the 
current year is estimated at one hundred thousand. 
The Bremen steamers have been engaged full for months 
to come. It is quite probable that large numbers will 
find their way to the Pacific slope, a8 it offers a much 
finer field for their operations than any portion of the 
Atlantic side. The low prices ruling for passage via 
Panama, in consequence of & healthy and vigorous oppo- 
sition, will enable this very desirable class of thrifty im- 
migrants to reach us with some money in their pockets. 

The Branch Mint operations for May included 36,431 
ounces of gold deposits, and 51,830 ounces of silver. 
The coinage was $660,000 in double eagles and $54,000 in 
half dollars. The range for gold bars during May was 


limited supplies. 
1867, was 155,669 ounces, being 119, 238 more than for the 
same month of the current year. This is attributed to 
the greater absorption of crude bullion by private refine- 
ries, and decreased production. 

The seventeenth annual report of the Commissioners 
of the Funded Debt for the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco has been published, and makes a favorable showing 
of our financial affairs. The amount of outstanding 
bonds, May 3ist, 1867, was $1,257,900. The amount re- 
deemed during the past year, $68,700; amount outstand- 
ing May 3ist, 1868, $1,189, 200; interest to be provided for 
by the city, $118,920. The financial operations of the 
Board during the year have made a net profit to the city 
of $106,779. ‘The Sinking Fund, on the Sist May, 1868, 
amounted to $1,111,221, exclusive of $68,513 due from 
the city on the requisition of 1866-67. 

The offer of D. O. Mills, to surrender bonds of the civil 
funded debt of the State of California, issued since the 
ist of January, 1858, was accepted by the Board of Exam- 
iners, at the rate of 97% cents. Twenty thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of bonds were so surrendered. 

A most animated rivalry exists between the two great 
branches of the Pacific Railroad, which bids fair to com- 
plete that gigantic undertaking in a much shorter time 
than has been supposed. The Virginia City Trespass, of

Boston presents, beyond all comparison, the 
best market for our wool. Of 1,541 woolen 
mills inthe United States, in 1865, Massa- 
chusetts had 260, and New York 278 ; but the 
consumption of scoured wool in the Massa- 
chusetts mills in that year was 857,496 pounds 
weekly, and in those of New York it was only 
236,510, being a difference of 620,986 pounds 
each week. New England manufactures 73% 
per cent. and Massachusets 38 per cent. of all 
the wool used in the United States. The sets 
of machinery run in the mills of Massachusetts 
numbered 1,467 in 1865, while those of New 
York were only 576. The total wool clip of the 
United States in 1866, was 137 ,000,000 of 
pounds, and the amount. of foreign wool 
imported the same year was 56,862,284 pounds. 
Of 931 mills, 767 used domestic wool, and 


only 46 mills in the whole Union used imported | Dodo 


wool alone. It is estimated that there are 
now nearly 1,600 woolen mills in the United 


States, containing about 5,000 sets of carding | jo 


machines, and capable of consuming 150,000,000 
pounds of wool each year. 

Of shoddy and mungo, ‘65,000,000 pounds are 
sonsumed annually in England. This is more 
than our whole wool clip in 1860. The manu- 
facture of those articles employs 25,000 hands, 
and the value of their product is represented as 
being about $30,000, 000. 

The wool clip of California for 1868, will un- 
doubtedly be much heavier than any of its pre- 
decessors. It is estimated that the upper 
Sacramento Valley counties alone, will produce 
about half a million of dollars worth. All our 
warehouses are packed full, and the yield of the 
State has been estimated as high as 12,000,000 
pounds. It must be evident to producers 
that the nearer they can get their wool to the 
manufacturers, the greater will be their profits. 
Mr. Buckley, an extensive raiser of sheep in 
Merced county, has imported a flock of twelve 
choice Cotswold sheep from New York. This 
has been erroneously thought to be the first in- 
troduction of the Cotswolds into California. 
Several years ago, & number of gentlemen ex- 
tensively engaged in wool-growing, purchased a 
number of these sheep and landed them here 
in excellent condition, whence they were taken 
to the southern part of the State.

TRADE OF THE AMOOR. 

The Alaska Herald of June 1st contains a 
hint on the value of the trade which must some 
day be carried on between San Francisco and 
Siberid by the way of the Amoor River. This 
great stream is formed by the union of the 
Shilka and Argoon rivers, the former of which 
rises in the Russian possession of Irkootsk, and 
the latter near Oorga, in Mongolia. The entire 
course of the Amoor, from the head of either 
the Shilka or Argoon, is 2,200 miles. It has 
several important tributaries, watering an ex- 
tensive country possessing much natural wealth, 
especially Mongolia and Manchooria. The pro- 
ductions of Siberia are very valuable, and among 
them gold occupies a very prominent place. 
Twenty-four years ago the value of the gold 
taken from the provinces of Tomsk and Geni- 
seisk alone amounted to $11,250,000, being 
more than two-thirds the whole product of the 
Russian Empire. Copper, silver and platinum 


also abound, and iron of the very best quality S 
known in the world is found in exhaustless | Cla 


quantities. In addition, Siberia produces valu- 
able furs, skins, timber, fine marbles, superb 
jasper and porphyry, diamonds, and large quan- 
tities of salt, found in natural chrystals on the 
banks of lakes. Even so far back as 1859— 
about ten years ago—the imports of Siberia
